Invite Iran, 
Austria To 
Give Views On 
Italian Treaty

Paris, Aug, 17 (A*) — The European 
peace conference voted 15 to 6 to­ 
day. over Russian opposition, to in­ 
vite Austria to present her views 
on the pending treaty with Italy and 
then adopted unanimously .a Soviet 
proposal to invite Iran to be heard 
as well. 
The United States joined Britain 
in favor of perm itting Austria to ap­ 
pear —- in the words of the proposal 
— "to explain its point of view on 
the treaty with Italy on the same 
terms as Albania, Mexico, Cuba and 
Egypt." 
Soviet Delegate Andrei Y VLshin- 
sky twice took the floor to express 
his opposition. He contended it was 
clear th a t the object was to bring 
up Austria’s "claim to the South 
Tyrol, a claim which was rejected 
by the council of foreign ministers " 
He said there were “many reasons" 
against the invitation.

W hite Russia, the Ukraine. Po­ 
land, Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia 
lined up with Russia against tire in­ 
vitation when it came to the vote.

Floods Take Four Lives 
In Illinois; 1,200 Homeless 


(By The Associated Press) 
Heavy 
rains 
flooded 
numerous 
Illinois communities yesterday, cost­ 
ing four persons their lives, inflict­ 
ing heavy property damage and 
leaving more than 
1,200 
persons 
homeless. 
The Illinois lowlands across the 
Mississippi 
river from 
St. Louis 
suffered most. Property damage ran 
Into millions of dollars when nine 
to 12 inches of rain fell, in 48 hours 
ended yesterday. 
A 
flood-weakened 
levee 
burst 
about 75 miles northwest of §t. 
Louis after a Thursday night storm , 
sending thousands of tons of sand 
and w ater into the little town of 
Pearl, 111. No lives were lost among 
the 600 residents but 250 were m ade 
homeless. 
“I don’t see how they all got out 
alive,” Pike county sheriff Steve 
Hoover said. “The people were look­ 
ing for trouble and made their way 
to high spots before the levee burst, 
but some persons were taken to 
safety by small boats." 
The 10-foot high levee, 24-feet 
broad at the base, gave way under 


creeks, tributaries of the nearby 
Illinois river. 
More than 25 homes were de­ 
molished and another 25 damaged, 
Hoover said. Sand from the hillsides 
piled up as high as four feet in the 
town, blanketing automobiles. 
Across from St. Louis, more than 
1,000 persons were left homeless, 
mostly In East St. Louis and Belle­ 
ville, 111. Coast guard and private 
boats rescued 400 persons marooned 
in the W ashington park district of 
E ast St. Louis.

escaped 
flooding but some west-residential 
streets were under water, and two 
youths apparently drowned when 
they were swept into a storm sewer 
by surging waters. A 13-year-old 
negro girl drowned in her flooded 
home at Elsberry, Mo. Another death 
attributed to the storm was a t Cen­ 
tralia, IU., where a m an was electro­ 
cuted by a live wire.

But and tram service remained sus­ 
pended today and some isolated 
cases of looting were reported dur­ 
ing the night and this morning. 
Some estimates placed the losses

British troops, kept in a stand-by 
status last night, were being used 
today in a limited extent, but re­ 
sponsibility for m aintaining law and 
order still rested with the harassed 
police.

Harrisburg, Aug. 17 T i—O ne year 
after V-J Day finds 800.000 of P en n ­ 
sylvania's veterans back to work and 
ano th er 124 000 attending school, or 
idle tlirough illness or o th er rea­ 
sons.

But he 
added that a breakdown of veterans 
draw ing such pay revealed th at the 
average claim ant draw s only about 
14 weekly cheeks before obtaining 
em ploym ent.
